Applicant's arguments filed 01/1 1/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argue (page 1 1 , of the remarks) " the logic of the Examination's 
argument does not support continuously redialing in one but than rescheduling in 
another case". The Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's remarks because 
first of all Bateman was introduced to teach the limitation of a call back in one of the 
embodiment wherein a customer may desire for example "Live Help" (see col. 6, lines 
14-29). However, since Bateman teach the use of a callback, what Bateman does not 
teach is the call back being repetitive when encountering s buy signal. Therefor, Sutton 
was introduced to teach redialing of a number when a busy signal is encountered. 
Therefor, the Examiner believes that the motivation fully support the use of these 
teachings from the applied reference. Calling back a customer right away or keep 
continuous redialing until reaching a customer in the event of busy signal definitely 
provide a better service, this enhances the efficiency of the system and maintain 
happier customers. 

Applicant's argument (page 12 of the Remarks, last paragraph) is not clear. It is 
not understood by the examiner what exactly the Applicant is trying to explain.
